the ship's hold. 


Stories of the disaster, related to the “China Mai!” 
by survivors yesterday, brought back vivid 
memories of the s3. Titanic tragedy in the 
North Atlantic in 1912, the casualty list, 
however, being considerably smaller. 


The mine er bomb exploded 
ato time when most of the 
younger passengers were danc- 
ing and singing in the vesscl's 
spacious, luxuriously. equipped 
ball room, 

An hour after leaving Canton 
shortly after 9 pan. on her return 
trip to Hong Kong. an explosion 
on the port side rocked the Miss 
Orjent violently, 

Dancing couples were thrown 
off thelr feet and panic-stricken 
passengers sercnmed  stampeding 
fo tho upper decks as the vessel 
took on o Hst and began to sink.
